A-NOTED CHINESE 
CHRISTIAN, 


Death of Rev. Matthew 
- Pong Yat-san. 


It is with regret that we record 
tha death of the Rav. Matthaw 
Fong Yatsau, the oldest 
Episcopal Sclargyman in South 
China, whd passed peace 
fully away at his residence, 
Sawloon City, early thia morn. 
ing, at the ripe old age of 30 
year. 


Tha deceased was well-known 
av} much respected in Chinasa 
Chrstian circles, He led an 
idaal life and devoted nearly the 
whale of it forthe benefit of his 
fellow-countrymen. Ha posseaasad 
a mesa: earnest self-sacrificing 
spirit and was the mean3 of 
winning hundreds to the 
Christian retgion. The Chinase 
Church suffers a great lass 
through his death. and his place 
will be difficult to all. 


“The deceased was a native of 
the Suoning district. Born in 1840, 
ha emigrated to the minefields in 
Victoria, Australia, when a lad, 
where he was converted. A faw 
years after his adoptian of the 
Uhristian faith, he took up mia- 
sianary work in Australia with 
canspicuous success. Teturaing to” 
Hongkone for the same purpose 
about 1880. He was ordained 
Deacan on Sth July, 1883, and 
Priest on Oth March, ISS4, Ha 
thereupon assumed charge of Si 
Stephen's Church, Wes: Poias, 
until 1992, when he moved over 
ta Kowloon City—soon after the 
New ‘Terrttories came under 
British jurisdiction. Thera he 
continued to carrylom his great 
labour of love, and a large con- 
gregation, consisting mostly of 

people, now mourn his 
demise.

tian Almshouses. He was also
